liberties and independence of their country. 
It is owing to the sports which these customs 
cultivated and the manly character they 
strengthened that England has risen to the first 
rank among the governing nations of the world, 
and that her valor and enterprise have made 
her worthy of the splendid eulogy of the 
greatest of American orators, who described 
her, in perhaps the most magnifioent burst of 
his eloquence, as “a Power which has dotted 
over the surface of the whole globe with her 
possessions and military posts ; whose morn­ 
ing drumbeat, following the sun and keeping 
company with the hours, circles the earth with 
one continuous and unbroken strain of the 
martial airs of England.” Both France and 
Germany have more intellectual culture than 
England, but they lack the force of character, 
the great and commanding qualities, which 
have made her the foremost of modern no­ 
tions. The fountains of this victorious energy 
lie in those national virtues, which have been 
cultivated and strengthened by the manly, 
athletic, outdoor sports which have always 
been in such high favor with all classes of the 
English people. 
We Americans are scions of the same vigor­ 
ous stock, and if our cultivated classes take 
the same keen interest in athletic sports and 
diffuse this taste among the people this nation 
will not fail to act a great part in the affairs 
of the world.

Ckletsge Fire aitd Its 


The terrible disaster that has just befallen 
the Queen City of the West, to which all 
nations, in view of the marvellous recupera­ 
tive power shown by her after the first appall­ 
ing visitation by fire, three years ago, gave 
without a dissentient voice the proud title of 
Phoenix of Cities, is fraught with deep mean­ 
ing to every one living within municipal 
bounds in this country. It Is as serious a 
subject to us living in New York as to the 
dwellers in the Western- cities. To be sure, 
we are not subjected to the same oondltions of 
location, weather and circumetanoes favorable 
to fire as are the inhabitants of the doubly 
unfortunate Chicago. Wo have no level plain 
extending for hundreds of miles near us nor 
an inland sea without a bluff to check the 
career of a storm or tornado. Any nnwonted 
disturbance in the atmosphere above the 
billiard-table-like surface ol the prairie on 
which Chicago is built must naturally be pro­ 
ductive of more serious oonsequenoes than 
can occur on the seaboard, where inequafities 
of ground serve to interrupt materially 
the progress 
of a fire or storm. 
Still the ikightfnl damage done by 
the recent fire 
in 
the 
Lake City 
must cause a feeling in every mind preju­ 
dicial to the Fire Department of that city. 
How twenty blocks containing “fireproof” 
buildings can be swept away in a single night 
in summer is a question that will puzzle any 
New York fireman. We have had dangerous 
conflagrations here at times, but the admira­ 
ble discipline and method of combating such 
an enemy shown by our Fire Department have 
kept each fire within reasonable bounds. The 
gales that swefip over the prairiee of Hlinois 
and the lakes may perhaps present a partial 
reason for the rapid progress of a fire in Chi­ 
cago. The origin of this fire will serve os a 
warning to all other cities. We have in New 
York rookeriee extending for many blocks, 
like those in which the recent destroyer in the 
Lake City was fostered and gained strength. 
Within a stone’s throw of some of our stately 
buildings down town are foul nests of crime, 
lawlessness and arson, where any night a 
flame may be started which would carry de­ 
struction tar and wide. The police rarely ex­ 
ercise any vigilance over those dens and a fire 
may be considerably under way in one of 
them before an alarm is given to the Fire De­ 
partment Such tinder boxes are the curse of

The Suez Canal. —Mr. Bailie Cochrane, a 
member of Parliament, in a recent debate, 
complained that, while the capital which 
built the canal was not French, the whole 
management is in the hands of French people. 
To this statement M. de Le&sops amswers that 
the capital employed in the construction of the 
Suez Canal was almost exclusively French, and 
lie says that, as a consequence of the loans 
Bubsequcntly contracted in Franco only, the 
capital engaged in the enterprise of the canal 
is now absolutely French. 
One 07 OuB Most experienced engineers 
suggests that the general use of white pine in 
our buildings is one of the causes of onr ex­ 
tensive conflagrations. He says that even in 
New York onr doors, window casiugs, sashes 
and inside work are of pine. This is more or 
less saturated with oil and covered with paint, 
so that during a dry season like the present 
in Chicago, which is the largest pine lumber 
market in the world, and where half the build­ 
ings are of pine, it is a wonder how a fire once 
under good headway can be stopped He 
thinks hard woods shonld be used and pine 
rejected as much as possible, as in Europe, 
and that the insurance companies should 
charge for extra risk where pine is the prin­ 
cipal wood in a building. “When we pur- 
nhasa kindling wood,” he writes, “we want 
pine. When we want security against fire 
should we not reject pine?” 
In cb eaein o TELEORAFinc P a c ilitiis w ith 
E urope.—Two events reported this morning 
show that the opportunities for telegraphing 
between Europe and America arc improving. 
The Atlantic cable laid in 1866 has been re- 
paireil and is now in perfect working order, 
and the shore end of the new telegraph cable 
has been successfully landed at Rye Beach, 
New Hampshire. The steamer Ambassador, 
from which this shore end was laid, was to 
proceed later yesterday to lay tbe cable from 
Bye Beach to the shoals and then to sail east­ 
ward with the Faraday, It will not be long, 
therefore, before this new Atlantic cable com- 
xnunicaüon will be open to the public. The 
people of New Hampshire were rtjoicing 
greatly over the successful enterprise in con­ 
nection with their coast A hundred guns 
were fired and skyrockets and other fireworks 
were exhibited on the occasion.

merely sanitary considerations. Health is, in­ 
deed, an inestimable blessing and the indis­ 
pensable condition for enjoying all others; 
but strength and vigor of character, even in a 
sickly body, deserve and command so much 
more respect that we prefer to rest our argu­ 
ment on the highei endowmoui. 
We will not go bock to the renowned intel­ 
lectual nation with whose history and litera­ 
ture tbe stndcnts of our colleges are made 
familiar by their classical studies. They all 
know how large a part physical culture played 
in Greek education. The brightest and most 
intellectual people that then existed gave the 
most sedulous attention to physical training. 
The great Grecian games ranked among the 
most important of their national institutions. 
There is nothing in the severe discipline by 
which modern theatrical performers and 
opera singers are prepared for appearance be­ 
fore the public which can compare with the 
exercises which the competitors in the Gre­ 
cian national games were required to go 
through. In addition to the magnificent char­ 
iot and horse races, there were competitors 
stripped naked as rnnners, wrestlers, boxers 
or pan-kraists, after having submitted to the ex­ 
treme fatigue of long previous training. The 
fact that emulation in these manly physical 
contests went hand-in-hand with intellectual 
culture, and that the most mentally gifted 
of ancient nations surpassed all other in feats 
of bodily agility, refutes and explodes the 
shallow notion that the physical sports of onr 
colleges may interfere with and impede their 
literary studies. 
But we will not dwell on 
this consideration, important as it is. There 
are gilts which outrank intellectual profi­ 
ciency. Manliness of character, strenuous 
vigor ol will, indomitable force of purpose, 
unwillingness to be outdone in any honorable 
effort, are tbe great and commanding qualities 
of a perfectly developed manhood, and it is 
more important to cultivate these than any 
others. And they are most necessary in the 
cultivated classes, whose intellectual ascend­ 
ancy makes them the natural guides of public 
opinion and the leaders of the people in all 
important emergencies. 
What an immense 
difference it makes in the policy and destiny 
of a nation whether strenuous men, like a 
Talmerston or a Disraeli, are at the head of 
affairs, or statesmen of equal intellect cursed 
with fatal infirmity of purpose 1 
Of all modem nations the English affordtf 
the best illnstration of the value of the phys­ 
ical element in intellectnal training. The 
great public schools in which the English 
aristocracy are educated and the two groat 
English univfrsities are more remarkable for 
fostering manly elements of character than 
for their efficiency in promoting the studies 
which are tlieir ostensible business. 
The 
whole tendency of the aristoeratio public 
schools of England is to counteract the ef­ 
fects of fond family Indulgence at home. 
They are rough, but wholesome. They do 
not smooth the roscloaffor their pupils; they 
deliver them over to the play of their natural 
passions; they permit fagging and encourage 
athletic contests; they learn thus to fight out 
their differences with their fists and attempt 
no tender dawdling. The sons ot the gilded 
aristocracy have to “rough it” in tho jiublic 
schools, and this explains why the English 
aristocracy 
has 
not degenerated and 
why it has retained so much jiolit- 
ical vigor and wisdom. England is the 
inf*t powerful nation of modern times be­ 
cause its customs are must favorable to hardi­ 
ness of character, f'rum tho earliest peritsls it 
has been given to onbioor athletic sports. To 
ride after hounds in theaniiuatiun of the cbAMe

The negro 
population feel that he freed them, and at this 
minute will hearken to his voice sooner than 
to all the ‘carpet-baggers' combined. Herein 
lies his power to lift up the South. No other 
man living possesses it The negro feels that 
General Grant has been bis benefactor and 
protector, and any counsel that General Grant 
may suggest to him will be followed to the 
letter. On this point of view his candidacy 
may become a mutter of necessity to the 
whites of the South to protect them from a 
race conflict in which they would be outvoted. 
In conclusión, the position of the Southern 
people should be one of entire independence 
of party politics and one of kindness and good 
feeling to General Grant, who, by a rare com­ 
bination ot circumstances, is in a better con- 
! dition to serve and help them than all the 
; politicians in tho country.” If the Governor 
does not mean to support Grant for a third 
term what does he mean ?

The French Assembly—Olsiolatlon or 
ReTolatlon. 
Every successive discussion in the French 
Assembly demonstrates with a clearer cer­ 
tainty that France has nothing to hope from 
that body except its dissolution. It is and 
long has been what M. Qambctto called it, 
corpse fit for the gravedigger. ’ ’ Vet this body 
meditates the organization of tho definitive re­ 
public. No project could be wilder, nor 
can any attempt at framing a government 
prove moro futile. A republic fashioned by 
I the present Assembly can hope for a very brief 


j existence; first of all, for the very good reason 
I that tho Assembly is incapable of forming a 
I republic. The only thing that is to be ex­ 
pected from the meil who now rule tbe des- 
I tinies of France is a modified empire—a defln- 
I itive republic, it may be called, but, in fact, 
i only a government swayed by a salf-consti- 


I tuted legislative body, and presided over by a 


1 magistrate republican in name, but imperial 
in the exercise of tyrannical powers. Such is 
the condition of France to-day, and such it 
will remain while the Assembly holds together, 
or under any form of government which the 
Assembly may ordain. But it is not difficult 
to foresee to what all this will lead in the 
end. Sooner or later revolution will be tbe 
result, bat in what guiso it will come it is im­ 
possible to predict—perhaps in a repetition of 
the violent nets of the Commune; more likely 
in a coup tf état of the Bonapartiste, who are 
daily becoming bolder in their efforte to ad­ 
vance the fortunes of the young Napoleon. 
The tyrannical course of tho govern­ 
ment affecting tbe liberty of the press;

•me Transit of Venas. 
Richard A. Proctor makes a sugges­ 
tion to the London newspapers, which, 
he says, would enable some of our skil­ 
ful astronomical amateurs to do their part 
I towards utilizing the important phenome- 
I non of the transit of Venus. His suggestion 
is “that the middle and latter half of the 
transit should be observed and photographed 
at some station in Natal or Cape Colony. 
Such provision as circumstances admit of has 
now been made for obeerving and photograph­ 
ing (1) the beginning and end of the transit 
sevendly and (2) tbe whole transit But the 
middle of the transit which theoretically is 
the most important phase of all (becanse at 
this stage the planet’s apparent distance from 
the sun’s oentre changes very slowly, so that 
a small time error Is unimportant), has been 
unaccountably neglected. So far os northern 
stations are concerned (where Venns will be 
thrown nearer to the sun’s centre), the Hal- 
leyan stations, nearly a score in number, will 
show mid-transit excellently; but it chances 
that the southern Halleyan stations (where 
Venus will be thrown further from the sun’s 
centre) are not so favorable for mid-transit as 
Cape Town, Port Natal and South Madagas­ 
car, where the latter part of the transit is alone 
favorably seen. Under these circumstances, 
and because southern stations arc nnfor- 
tunatoly few in number (owing to geographi­ 
cal difficulties), it would be a matter of great 
importance, and might be a matter of para­ 
mount importance, if one or more of the sng- 
gested mid-transit stations could be occupied 
for direct and photographic observations.” 
Mr. Proctor’s suggestion is worthy of con­ 
sideration in the United States. 


Mr. HavemeyerU DlUle Game. 
There has been considerable mystery about 
Mr. Hugh Garduer’s appointment os Excise 
Commissioner in place of Mr. Voorhis. The 
A appointment was made and signed by the 
Mayor; it is said that Mr. Gardner was 
sworn in ; but he has refrained from taking 
his seat, and the comical old gentleman in tbe 
City Hall winks and chuckles when questioned 
on the subject and declares with a vacant look 
that he does not know whether Mr. Gardner 
is appointed or not This singular change of 
front has been attributed by some to the 
doubtful legality of an appointment to tbe Ex­ 
cise Board, which was a county Board, except 
in the manner specified in the general law— 
namely, by the Mayor and Aldermen. Others 
have imagined that it is dne to the apprehen­ 
sion that the appointment of the convicted 
Police Commissioner to another office would 
be regarded by tbe Governor as an aggrava­ 
tion of the Mayor’s defiance of tbe law. Bat 
now comes a different explanation of tbe 
affair. It is said that the “little game” is to 
have Inspector Thome, of the notorious 
Street Cleaning Bureau, appointed temporary 
Superintendent of Police. Mr. Gardner is to • 
be held in reserve. Then, if the Mayor should 
escape removal by the Governor, ho is to ac­ 
cept Mateell o resignation as Police Commis­ 
sioner ; to restore Hugh Gardner to his old 
position in the Pohco Board, and to move 
Mateell and Thome back into their respective 
offices. If, however, the Mayor shonld be re­ 
moved, Mr. Gardner is to take his seat in the 
Excise Board. It may bo that tho action of 
the Governor will dispose of the whole batch 
I more «offinurUy thou tb« M#yor supposet. 


The Bonapartlat Saoceulom. 
The Bonaparte party have transferred their 
energies from quarrels about the throne to quar­ 
rels about tbe suooession to tbe throne. A Paris 
journal says that the leaders at Chiselhorst 
have been disouseing the necessity of changing 
the order of succession established by the Sec­ 
ond Empire, in order to get rid definitely of 
Prince Napoleon. “Persons who have a foot­ 
ing in the two Bonapartist camps,” says the 
correspondent, “tcdd me that tbe Prince was 
not ignorant of these denigns and made fun of 
them with his intimates. He repeated that 
even if tbe ‘coteria of Chiselhuret’ arrived at 
power—which he considered quite impossible 
on acoonnt of the general lack of energy of the 
official Bonapartists—the Third Empire, gov­ 
erned by the Empress Eugéuie and M. 
Bouher, could not &il to break down in a 
catastrophe which would not inspire in him 
any desire for tbe succession. According to 
him, under the Third Empire the political 
preponderance would belong to the ‘revan- 
chards’ and to tbe ‘olericale,’ two fractions 
which in the end would embroil France with 
Germany and Italy.” The Pofl iiafl Ocuette, 
in commenting upon this news, says:—*Tt can­ 
not be denied that tbe antagonism between 
Prince Napoleon and official Bonapartism is 
based on eerioos reasons. 'The official Bono- 
partiste remain more or less attached to the 
balancing system of Napoleon IIL They 
would like to show themselves ‘Catholic’ with­ 
out creating coolness with Italy and raise the 
military prestige of Fianoe without imme­ 
diately attacking Germany. Prince Napoleon 
answers them that this double play would lead 
to new disasters, and that to put an end to the 
isolation of Franoe and avert the dangers 
threatening her it is necessary to be resolutely 
pacific abroad and resolutely onti-olerioal at 
home.”

All the discnasion on the subject of hydro­ 
phobia has grown out of the excessive and 
mistaken zeal of the agents of the Society for 
the Prevention of Omelty to Animals. Dogs 
were to be muzzled, or killed if found at large 
without muzzles, and these steps were tbe rec­ 
ognized necessities of public safety against 
an imminent danger to life. And here came 
in the agents of the society. “Muzzle the poor 
dogs,” they said ; “shameful! It compels 
them to keep their mouths shut, and it is a 
cmelty to a dog to compel him to keep his 
mouth shut in the hot weather! ” Hereupon 
the people of only ordinary intelligence 
responded that they did not care to inflict un­ 
necessary cmelty upon the dogs. “But,” they 
said, “how about the hydrophobia?” “Hy­ 
drophobia!” said Mr. Bcrgh and all his 
choras. “Hydrophobia! Nonsense! Pooh! 
Pooh! Moonshine. There is no such thing; it’s 
a delusion, a piece of ancient ignorance; we 
will prove there is no snch disease.” And on 
this point they have now been active for some 
months. They have vamped and revamped 
all the old stories and arguments put forth on 
this disease by that class of superior mor- 
tfds who may be distinguished from others as 
the men who “know batter,” and they have 
had the arguments in their favor of some 
callow witted doctors, and their great 
strength has been in the theory that so-called 
cases of hydrophobia were deaths from fear, 
the result of the morbid imaginations of 
people who had read of the symptoms of the 
disease and produced these symptoms on 
themselves. And now all that is answered 
and, let us hope, ended by the horrible occur­ 
rence of a well marked case of the disease in a 
little child. If the society cannot do better 
for animals than to deny the existence of the 
diseases they cause, and thereby smother pre­ 
vention and assist to spread such diseases, the 
laws npon which it stands must be repealed. 


The JxPiNBBE AND THE CENTENNIAL.—By 
the official oommuuication of the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs of Japan, Tereshina Mene- 
mori, to Mr. Bingham, the United States 
Minister, we leam that the Japanese govern­ 
ment will be represented at the centennial 
celebration of our independence, and will 
promote the exhibition of products and man­ 
ufactures of that oountry. The whole tone of 
the note is broadly liberal and friendly, and 
shows that the Japanese are shaking off their 
old exclusiveness and are cultivating closer 
relations with Western nations. There is, in 
fact, a kindly feeling manifested toward the j 
United States. The Japanese have learned 
to regard us not only as a great and pro­ 
gressive nation, but as a neighboring one 
with which they are destined to have exten­ 
sive intercourse. We should do everything j 
to encourage this friendly sentiment and to 
enlarge our commercial relations with Japan.

on a three mile race, allowing any kind of boats to 
enter, giving twelve seconds per oar to the smaUer 
ones. Friday, Jnly 23, waa the time set for the race 
and Springfield the place, but on the Satnrday even­ 
ing previous, while the crow were practising on 
tbe river, their boat was run down by another craft 
and overturned aad the stroke oarsman. George 
E. Donham, 
was drowned.

THE FIRST COLLEGE RACE. 


on a Clear, warm August afternoon in 1862, two 
miles below tbe httie village of Centre Harbor, on 
perhaps the preittost little lake in New England. 
cerUUnly In New Hampshire, there lay three boaw 
in line. Barges they were called then, and tm- 
rtoubtedly would be now, being each some three 
feet oeam, the shortest thirty ana the longest less 
than forty leet in length. Two hailed from Yale 
College, one from Harvard, and each was manned 
by a crew of eight and a coxswain. At the helm of 
the Yale barge. Halcyon, sat Richard Waite, of 
Toledo, a son. we suppose, of tbe C’apuln of tho 
eight who now sits, not on eight benches, but one, 
and that the «uprcme bench of the United Htates. 
It has been rumored too, tbongb the records are 
axcMdinwly isBtMrfeet. that Uaorse W. «mall«j, 


tried Elliott. As In 1860 the weather waa bright 
and tbe water smooth, so that It will be seen that 
the time 01 the winning crew was not so good as 
that of the lormer yoar. This victory wrought up 
an interest among tbe Yale men in boating tbe 
like of which was never before known. 
Her vlc- 
torlons crew changed but one man, and all tbo 
coming winter and spring worked with tireless 
energy. In the whole annals of American aquatles, 
probably, no other crew ever improved In phy­ 
sique faster, if as fast, es thto same ’64 crew 
of Yale. They had an exacting captain, who bad 
led them to one victory, and who worked with all 
the might of a resolute, determined man to bring 
them to another. 
Rowing weights bad graduaUy 
crept into tbe gymnasium, training was not con­ 
fined to four weeks of tbe year, but spread over 
mty-iwo. and the men at laat were fitted ont with 
boats and oars which were good for something. 
They knew, too, that tbe enemy was weak, or at 
least Itgbi, for the last Harvard crow—the heaviest 
Harvard ever bad—was broken np. 8o, when on 
the afternoon of the 28tli day of 
JIL T , 186.5, 
both crews backed up to the line, ready for the 
start, It needed no great dlaccrnrnent, barring 
louto and accidents, to fix upon the victors. Yale 
was heavier by sixteen pounds a man, yet rowed 
in the lighter boat. Both crows were in goo«l con­ 
dition, save that one Harvard man was slightly 
Indisposed, and among tbe mends of both party 
leeling was Intense. The Harvard crew looked, 
and really were, overmatched, but they had as a 
Class crew been fast the rear before, and (heir

Now at last both crews had cralts worthy of 
the name of racoboats. Hickey ha.1 built Yalo’s 
49 feet long and 22 Inches wide, while Harvard’s, 
from Elliott, was 63 feet by 20 inches. Her ’66 
crew had the narrowent boat of her length ever 
seen on our waters, being .57 feet long—longer 
than many English eights, such as Usford and 
Cambridge use between Putney and Mortlake— 
and bat iw Inches wide. But she was heavy and 
nnwleldy, and tho ’67 men used her to practise 
in, dtorespectfully calling her tho “old elephant.’ 
THB-UNIVERSITY CRKW3 OF 1868. 
And now Yale, having twice suffered defeat, 
seemed fast getting back into her own ways.

Let It be noted here to her credit 
that in all her dark days—Orai waen she know not 
what victory was, and afterwards, when it seemed 
to have wholly descrteil her aud gone forever,

As we have said, Intense dissatisfaction w as felt 
am ong the Yale crew and iheir friends a t this de­ 
cision, which nnally cnlm lnated In the m em bers of

It la 
n o t easy to say. but the excellent m anagem ent of 
affairs this season thus lar at Baratoga may possi­ 
bly preclude the necessity of ever raising the qnes- 
tloB. Am erican oarsm en are tortunate m having 
AO many courses to choose frum and on broad 
w aters like those of Saratoga Lake and good pre- 
Tlons m anagem ent such an uniortnnate event 
could scarcely occur. 
In the high excitem ent of a 
race th ere m ay be and often Is bad steering, but 
When tbe w aters are broad as they always ought to 
be, there will nsually be found am ong am ateurs a t

This year the Spriniffleld Club generously gave a 
set of cham pion colors and six pieces of plate, and 
at 7h. 5ra. 311*8. th at afternoon the sixes of H ar­ 
vard, Brown ana the Aggies all , got away In fine 
style with an Idea 
of obtaining the perm anent 
ownership of said trophies. Tbe w eather was clear 
•and One, the air and w ater quiet. Nobody had 
ever heard oi the Aggies and so did not expect to, 
but long betore th at eventful q u arter ot an hoar 
was over both H arvard and Brown formed tlieir 
acquaintance In a way th at has fastened Itself 
firmly, and will hkely not be forgotten for years to 
come. With a light crew, eight pounds a man 
lighter than the H arvards and a trifle heavier 
than Drown, these tough farm er boys put second 
airer second betw een tb elr rivals as they shot 
away

The 
betting 
had been 18 on 
H arvard 
to 12 
on Brown 
to 4 on the etrangers, and It showed how accu­ 
rate was tne general judgm ent by being wrong in 
every particular. The farm ers led the Cam bridge 
men all the way to the finish, being there thirty- 
seven seconds ahead and the U tter, tw enty-four 
ahead of Brown, while the Aggies m ade the aston­ 
ishingly fust tim e of 16m.

This surely was a new tu rn of things, to see the 
oldest college In the land, and one th at had bnllt 
np a long and brllUant record for aquatic prowess, 
forced to give way to an Instltntlon sm all and ob­ 
scure. Bnt from It to-dav Princeton may pluck up 
heart, and so might Union, of Schenectady, and 
R utgers and West Point and the W estern Re­ 
serve and the m idshipm en.

For not only was the very fast tim e of the last

67e.; the 
Aggies were third in 17m. IBs., Bowdoln fourth In 
17m. Sis., Williams n ex t In 17m. 60s., and Yale, 
evidently rusty after her long puuUng spell, sixth 
in 18m. 688. 
THB EMTBrra OF 1878. 
Now these races were beginning to asanme If not 
nnwleldy a t least torm ldable proportions, and 
m any tbonght th at In poipt of num bers tne clim ax 
was already reached. 
But they were w rong again, 
for, many as there seem ed In 1872, when the entries 
of 1873 were closed and counted over there wore, 
instead of six, alm ost twice six. New Hampshire 
had contributed her sturdy D artm outh; Connecti­ 
cut udded W esleyan; the Em pire S tate her .tonng 
giant of rapid grow th, Cornell, and thinking she 
m ignt need some oily boys, too, 
had 
adoed 
Columbia, while the home of the wooden nutm egs 
Bubscrlbetl little Trinity. 
Eleven six-oared crews 
all to row abreast, and yet to have no crowning, 
no fouling. This was a good deal to look tor, but 
still It was undonbtedly to be tried, for one after 
another the crews aropped down to Springfield 
aud took np tbelr q u arters along the river. 
Boat- 
bullders and oarm akers had besu w o rtin g alm ost 
night and day, and lor w eeks together. The active 
boating Interest of the country was centred in 
Springfield. Meanwhile, as has been too olten the 
case where sludeuts had the m anagem ent, 
THE MANAGEMENT 
was very poor. The city had appointed a commit- 
:ee to help the students, but both seem to have 
been sbamefuUy inefficient or neglectful, and as 
the time drew near, and the crowd began to 
gather, m uch was undone th at should have been 
all arranged and attended to. 
At the startin g 
tim e the boats were crowded so closely together as 
to alm ost touch oars,H arvard and Yale, for instance, 
being bnt forty-four feet apart. 
The n v e r bad 
fallen very low, the coarse was crooked, and a sand 
bar w ith scarce a foot and a hall of w ater and near 
half a mile long lay rig h t in the track of some ot 
the crews, only to be avoided by a déto u r evidently 
unjust. At the finish the line was so draw n th at 
even to this day there 1s m uch honest difference 
as to jn st where it did ran. 
Instead of tbe race 
being started prom ptly at four—a m atter of vital 
Im portance where 
m any thousands are Inter­ 
ested—there was no one who seemed to have the 
power or sp irit to order the crews out and send 
them off. 
No proper accom m odations were pro­ 
vided for the relerce, and he had to do the best he 
conld tow ards finding m eans to see the race, when 
hlB say was so final. Fonr 'o’clock, as to-day, was 
the Ume fixed. It came, and quarter past, and 
half and five o’clock, and n o t one crew had shown, 
and no one seemed trym g to collect them . Half 
past flvé passed, and then six struck. Now they 
began to crawl out, and by fifteen m inutes later it 
began to look 
LIKE A RACE. 
At6h. 20m. on Thursday afternoon, July 17, F ranc 
G. Brown, Captain of the Nassau Boat Club, of 
New York city, cantloned the crew, and then gave 
the word “Go I» H arvard at once showed well to 
the front, and It was not m any m inutes before she 
and her old rival Yale had again paired off, each 
seeming bound to m ake np lor 1870. They sw ept 
on down stream , H arvard a trifle ahead and the 
others tratUng along in a bunch not far behind. 
It was coming on dusk os they got down tow ards 
the grand stand. The referee’s boat was some 
distance behind, aud as they crossed the hue some 
on one side of the river and some on the other, it 
was anything but a light task for him or any one 
else to say 
WHO WAS THE WINNER. 
To people on one side of the river It seemed to 
be H arvard, to ’hose on the other Yale, w ith W es­ 
leyan second and H arvard third, and so a t last, 
after m uch discussion and doubt, tne referee 
concluded th at Yale bad flrst crossed a line which, 
had it been correctly draw n, would have been 
reached flrst by H arvard. Indeed the latter had 
supposed they had won. and some one on the 
judges’ boat had, through m istake, given her men 
the flags, which they took to tnelr boathouses; 
but, on learning, to their g re at surprise, th at the 
decision had gone for Yale, prom ptly turned them 
over. The fact seems to be th at Yale really sup­ 
posed she had won. aud H arvard th at she had, 
and It was this doubt th at accounted tor tbe 
m arked qnlet prevailing In Springfield on the night 
alter a contest which used la o th er years to bring 
a noisy hilarity and glee th at all who ever ob­ 
served It cannot readily forget. Yale certainly 
had done b etter than was generally expected, and 
h er captain and one o ther of her men of th at year 
are hoping bard ere nlghUall to take and carry 
away from all com petitors the crow n of victory 
for 1874

No one la b etter aw are 
ol this than tlte veteran professlonaL WUen abont 
to row a race be will be on the w ater weeks In 
advance, studying Its every eddy and current, 
how the wind strikes It, where be can work to 
best advantage, and m any more things which 
he who la to risk much ought to know. 
Bnt In tbe 
selection of an area for a battle like th at of to-day 
many other things have to bo considered. 
For 
tticse meetings draw together not simply the 
row ers themselves, bnt friends in m ultitudes,

High np on a grassy knoll overhanging the lake 
in Its northw est com er and qolte near Mr. Leslie’s 
grounds Is a large and rath er Im posing white 
building, the external appearance of which 1s 
rath er pretentious, but on entering which a feel­ 
ing of disappointm ent creeps over one; lor the 
floors are bare and alm ost damp, ana, w ith the 
nncnt gram ontside, gives the whole place an air 
Of neglect. Tae walls are about as bare as the 
floors, and though In these annual jaunts to train­ 
ing qaarters Harvard—for this is her tem porary 
home—has hit upon some qo arters where the 
opportnnrtles for selM enial were excellent, she 
has sQcceeded in this dlrecUon this tim e perhaps 
b etter than ever.

Tlie ’Trin ity Crew. 
The Trinity crew. The name rem inds one ol 
Cambridge, England, whose Trinity ta a g reat row­ 
ing college, the Third Trinity crew for instance, 
having a few vears ago made wonderlnlly fkst 
tim e on the Healey track. Conneotlcnt is doing 
very well this year, as last, sending three of the 
crews—Yale, Wesleyan and Trinity—to only two 
fi-em MassachnsetU, one from New Hampshire, 
oae from New Jersey and tw o from New York, 
Rhode Island adding a Freshm an crew. TrinUy 
bad a notion of being in these races long ago. 
having been one of the four colleges, H arvard, 
Yale xnd Brown being the other three, which were 
repiescnted by delegates in tbe convention of May 
26,1868. But the melancholy dtaaster of th a t year, 
the drowning of George E. Dunham tne stroke of 
the Yale boat,hls boat having colUded with another, 
ended the arrangem ents for any race th at year. 
Tbe same colleges were again represented on tbe 
23d Of February, 1859, this um e at Providence, 
R. 1., and decided to have the race on Lake (join- 
Bigamond, tbe first one, by tbe way. on th a t w ater. 
Wnen tne time came around It was foand. I be­ 
lieve, th at Trinity could not make up a crew, so 
Harvard, Yale and Brown bad It all to them selves. 
She was not beard firom again till 1S72, when she 
entered the association; but their boat getting 
stove up whUe coming on the cars they had 
again, unfortanately, 
to 
withdraw . 
N othing 
daunted, tney made another try last year, and 
came np to Springfield with a crew averaging 
Ught—abont 145—several of wnom had seen some 
rowing, and one or two considerable gym nastics. 
Among tbe eleven crews tbey were tn the m odest 
gronp which did not Uke to push them selves for­ 
ward too boldly a t the finish. Neglect of training, 
too. had doubtless som ettiing to do with th is; but 
the charge will hardly hold good this year. The 
crew w ere g otten together as early as April last, 
and saw plenty of work in tbelr barge—a sort of 
boat not unlike a racing sbell In length, but 
broader and deeper and nearly twice as heavy— 
the Connecticut lylng convenient for any work 
they wanted to take. Instead of one of the lightest 
they are now one of the heaviest crews of tbe year, 
averaging twenty-two years of age, and have a 
boat irom Elliott. Since reaching Saratoga they 
have been staying at John Riley’s, tar up the west 
Shore ol tbe lake and weU out of the way of tbe 
public eye. Pour of them are six feet high, and 
the average height of all six 1s six feet, one ot 
them having an 
Inch 
to 
spare. 
They Dave 
bad DO Cook over them to snow them how 
to use their abundant strength, and, in common 
w ith many of the crews here to-aay, th at ta Just 
w hat tbey most need. HtUI the care bestowed on 
their row ing by the few who do tbe irast work 
offers them som ething of such value that they will 
scarcely fail to copy it, aud. with such m aterial as 
theirs to draw ou. will by next year be well up In 
tbe front rank, óne great aid to this dealrabie 
end Is the substantial lift they are reported to 
have had n-om their faculty—a thing which, b etter 
than alm ost any other, illustrates the enonnons 
stride taken fn college rowing since ten years ago, 
tor tbe faculty wblcn would nave done thta then 
would have been thougut alm ost m ad—the said 
aid being no less than the entire defraying of their 
training expenses.
